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Professor BERNARD KOOPMAN, Columbia 
' University, advised ABRAHAM BROTHMAN 
told him in early 19^ that he received 
an award of possibly $1,000 from the 
Russian Consulate for his contribution 
to engineering. ROBERT KEITH TOWTSEND, 
former employee of ABRAHAM BROTHMAN, 
advised that he heard BROTHMAN and OSCAR 
VAGO on numerous occasions discuss various 
CP rallies or CP front organization rallies 
which were held in NYC. TOWNSEND stated 
that both BROTffilAN and VA(fO had tickets 
to these rallies, SHOLEJ! SILBERSTEIN, 
former employee of BROTHMAN, advised 
BROTHMAN had contacts with imtorg employee 
or a Russian diplomat which involved a 
contract between BROTHMAN and the Russians 
regarding a vitamin process on which 
BROTHMAN was working, SILBERSTEIN stated 
that CY MANDELKORN, a former employee of 
BROTHMAN, told him that BROTHMAN had been 
before the Grand Jury in 19^7 regarding 
the transferring of data to the ^ssians.' 
ALBERT OSBORN advised that BROTHMAN 
acted as reference for him and substantiated 
his statements to future employers that he 
, had worked for BROTHMAN from 1937 to 19^0 
when in fact OSBORN stated he had never 
worked for BKOTHMAR ^ 
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DETAILS: Confidential Informant T-2, of known 

reliability, advised that in February, 

19^6, ABRi\?LlM BROTHMAN was kno\m to be an 
associate of Professor BERMARU^OOPMAN, Columbia University, 
F?w York City, in view of the fact that Professor KOOPMAN 
hr.d several appointments to see BR0TH^L1N during that period. 

On Kovember 10, 1950, BER^!i\RD qJKoOPMAF, 
Professor of Mathematics, Columbia University new York 
City, was interviewed by SA V/ALTER A. V/ANGEIlkElM. 

KOOPMAN stated that kBRIiVJ'M BROTHMAN was a 
sti'dent of his at Columbia University in the spring 
semester of 1933 and that after BR0T^M;\N left Columbia 
University, he did not see him again un'^il 19^2, KOOPMAN 
stated that at the end of 19^+2 BROTHMAN came to him with 
a mathematical problem related to a chemical process, 

KOOPi'AN stated that he assisted BROTiPtAN in solving this 
problem. 






He further stated that BROTHM/iN continued to 
visit him to discuss technical problems and that early in 
194^^+ BROTHMAN presented a second problem to him which 
Involved a heating process, KGOP^IN stated that BROTKMiiN 
told him that he was to get Cl, 200 for the complete plans 
for this heating process and offered KOOPMAN a fee for his 
contributions in checking the mathematics involved, 

KOOFiAN said that he received approximately ^200 from 
BROTHM/iN for his efforts. 

KOOPMAN stated that he had ABRAH-IM BROTHMAN 
at his home on occasions and estimated that BROTHMAN and 
he got together about 18 times between 19^^ and 19^7 when 
he last had any contact with BROTHI'^AN, KOOPMAN recalled 
that he also gave BROTHMAN assistance early in 19^6 regarding 
the molecular reactions in plastics, an organic chemistry 
problem. 


KOOP!>lAN advised that he had an interest in 
BROTHMAN merely because of BROTHPLAN'S capabilities as a 
theoretical engineer and a mutual interest that they had 
in variOT-s technical problems. He stated that at no time 
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would BROTHMAN request anything original and that BROTHMAN’S 
problems were the usual type that a engineer not properly 
equipped to handle would have difficulty with. 

KOOPMAN advised that as a personality BROTHMAN 
was an extreme introvert and entirely subjective. He 
seemed to have a complex regarding his former employers 
because he constantly referred to these people who gave him 
"shady deals." KOOPMAN stated that BROTHI'IAN also complained 
bitterly about younger engineers whtmhe hired or with whom 
he was associated, KOOPMAN stated tiiat these younger 
engineers apparently never understood BROTHMAN or his methods. 

' K00PMAT7 recalled that early in World War II 
BROTHMAN was quite pleased with our allied aid to Russia 
and considered this the right thing uo do. KOOPMAN stated 
that when the war ended and we appeared to be changing 
our attitudes toward Russia, BROTHMAN began complaining of 
the persecution of the Jews, imperialism on our part, 
shackling of labor and he voiced his dislike of CHURCHILL 
and the British in general. 

Professor KOOPMAN fiTther recalled that early 
in 1944 ABRAFAl^ BROTHMAN told him that he (BROTHMAN) had 
received an award of possibly $1,000 from the Russian 
Consulate for his contribution to engineering, KOOPMAN 
could not recall the specific details regarding this. 

KOOPMAN stated that after World War II he was 
certain that BROTHMAN was a "fellow traveler." He said 
that BROTHMAN was a student of the Schopenhauer School of 
Philosophy and Its Effects on Engels and Marx. He stated 
that BROTfMAN voiced opinions that were along the "Communist 
lines." 


KOOPMAN stated that in 1947 he lost interest 
in BROTHMAN as there appeared to be no technical grounds 
on which to keep an interest. He stated that BROTHMAN 
ifas interested in his laboratory at the time and Invited 
KOOPMAN to see it. KOOPMAN stated that he did visit 
BROTHMAN »S laboratory but had no interest in the practical 
aspect of BROTHMAN* S work. He stated that there was 
absolutely no political or social basis for a friendship 
with BROTHMAN.

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KOOPMAN Stated that he had met on 

about two different occasions but knew nothing a^ut GOLD 
other than that GOLD was an associate of BEOTHMAN. He 
added that he also knew MIPI^??)(^0SK0WITZ as BROTHJi^N'S 
secretary but knew nothing regarding her or her relations 
with BROTHMAN. KOOFMAH stated clearly that h-.s inceres't 
in BROTHllAN and their asoociat5on was based entirely on 
a mutual technical Intenest, 


On May 16, 1950, Miss IGRIAM hOSKOhlTZ, 
partner and secretary to ABPaHAM BROTHMAiL was interviewed 
by SAS RALPH F. MILLPT. and TH0M4& H, ZCELtER at the office 
of A'^;);^othDian & Associates .

Dv.ring the course of this interview Miss 
MOSKOV/ITZ made a\ailable a list of the e^uployees of

Port Washing^n, Naw York, 19^5-19^+6, and SHOICT^LBERSTEIN, 
chemist, 646 Argyle Road, Brooklyn, New York, 194^1947. 


On October 24, 1950, ROBERT KEITH TOWNSEND, 
42 Prospect Avenue, Sea Cliff, Long Island, New York, was 
interviewed by SA JOSEPH J, PALGUTA at his place of 
employment, the Sperry Gyroscope Company, Lake Success, 
New York. 


TOWNSEND stated that he was employed by the 
Hendrick Manufacturing Company in Carbondale, Pennsylvania, 
in 1941 and that ABRAHAM BROTHMAN in 1941 was employed as 
Chief Chemical Engineer at the Hendrick Manufacturing 
Company office at 30 Church Street, New York City. .TOWNSEND 
stated that BROTHMAN came to the Hendrick Manufacturing 
Company plant at Carbondale, Pennsylvania, In 1941 and as 
a result of an interview wiih BROTHMAN, he (TOV/NSEND) was 
transferred from Carbondale, Pennsylvania, to New York 
City to work for BROTHMAN. TO^VNSEND stated that he worked 
for BROTHMAN at the Hendrick Manufacturing Company in 
New York City until the early part of 1942, at which time 
BROTHMAN left the employ of that company. 
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BER, 

8 chemical engineer, also worked for BROTHM/VN at the 
Jendrick Manufacturing Company. IQ]i2ISE2iZD- stated that 
VEBBER graduated from the College of the City of New York 
jn 1940 or 1941 and resided in Brooklyn, New York, at 
that time. 


TOWNSEND further stated that upon leaving 
the ^^endrick Manufacturing Company early in 1942, 

BROTH^iN received some financial assistance from a man 
name?rjfr€UaL’jyNWE, who had offices in the Graybar Building, 
New. York City, and that subsequently BR0THMA.N founded the 
Chemurgy Design Corporation, ^ich was also located in 
the Graybar Building. 

TOWNSEND stated that subsequently he and 
ARTHUR P. WEBBER In 1942 left the employ of the Hendrick 
Manufacturing Company and went to work for BROTHMAN at 
the Chemurgy Design Corporation, which at that time was 
primarily doing work for the Firestone and Goodrich Rubber 
Companies of Ohio, TOWNSEND stated that BROTHMAN made 
several trips to Ohio to visit these plants. TOWSEND 
said that he worked for BROTHMilN at the Chemurgy Design 
Corporation until about November, 1942, at which time 
he entered the armed services. 

TOWNSEi© said that ARTHUR P. VfflBBER during 
the time he was employed by the Chemurgy Design Corporation 
published an article in an engineering magazine which 
BROTHM/iN claimed was his material. As a result of this, 
WEBBER left the employ of the Chemurgy Design Corporation 
and went to work for the Kellex Corporation, New York 
City. TOWNSEND stated that he subsequently learned that 
GOLWYNNE and BROTHMAN had a business misunderstanding as 
a result of which GOLWYNTT no longer rendered financial 
assistance to BROTHMAN and the Chenn-^rgy Design Corporation 
became defunct.

TOJ^^EML stated that it was during the above 
employment that he first met 0SC£!^G0, MIRIAM MOSKOWITZ 
and . He stated thataurlng the above 

period. BROTHMAN made several out of town weekend trips 
to various plants for which he was doing work. He 
stated that when BROTHMAN was not In the office, OSCAR 
VAGO would supervise the work. 

T0I7NSEKD was unable to furnish any information 
concerning the activities of BROTHMAN and VAGO other than 
that he was of the opinion that both BROTHMAN and VAGO 
were Communist Party members or Communist Party sympathizers 
•since he had heard BROTHl-l/iN and VAGO on numerous occasions 
discuss various Communist Party rallies or Communist Party 
front organization rallies which were being held in New 
York City, TOVJJTSEND stated that he had observed both 
BROTHMiiN and VAGO with tickets to these rallies. 

On October 25, 1950, Mr. SHOLEM 5ILBERST EIN. 

2 Brighton Eighth Court, Brooklyn, Ne^ York, was interviewed 
by SA STUART J. CAMERON. 

liT, SILBERSTEIN stated that he was employed by 
ABRAHj'iM BRCfTHMAN from June, 19^5, to May, 19^7, as a 
research and development chemist. He stated that he 
obtained employment at A , Brothman & Associates through 
an ad In the "New York Times’* and that “ pr evlous to this 
employment he had met none of the members of the BROTHMAN- 
firm. SILBERSTEIN stated that while employed by BROTHM/iN, 
he took part in every project that was \mder way at the 
laboratory and helped to set up the laboratory equipment, 

SILBERSTEIN stated that during this time 
ABRAa'iM BROTHMAN had contacts with an Amtorg employee 
or a Russian diplomat which involved a contract between 
BP-0THM;\N and the Russians regarding a vitamin process 
on which the laboratory was working. He added that 
BROTHMAN made no attempt to conceal his connection with 
this Russian representative. 
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Regarding the other employees of RrothmAn 
& Associate s. SILBERSTEIN stated that|HA.RRY GtSL D came 
to work for BROTHMAN at about the same"1t^e that BROTHMAN 
obtained the vitamin contract from the Russians. He said 
that GOID represented himself as having a wife and family 
ard that GOLD went away on weekends ostensibly to see 
his wife and family. 

SILBERSTEIN advised that he was told by JSL 
a former employee of BROTHMAN, shortly 
'ter H/%RRy GOLD was arrested, that BROTHMi'iN had been 
before the Grand Jury in 19^+7 and that he had been 
questioned with the implication that he had been transferring 
data to the Russians.and that he had been working on projects 
for them, SILBERSTEIN stated that this fact was told to 
him by CY MANDELKORN in a general conversation and that 
he v/as aware of no collusion between GOLD and BROTHMAN 
concerning BROTHMAN 'S appearance before the Grand Jury 
in 19^+7.

SILBERSTEIN advised that he last met BROTHMAN

Confidential Informant T-4-, of unknown 
reliability, but who was In a position to know the activities 
of the United Federal Workers of America, advised in 19^2 
that it was his estimation that one third and perhaps up 
to one half of the local unions of the United Federal 
'hrkers of America were dominated and controlled by the 
Communist Party, • * / 
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Confidential Inf^raant T-2 advised on 
November 8, 19^6, that ALBERijO^® s former employee 
of the Celanese Corporation of ^ferlca, New York City, 
req^uested ABRAHAM BROTHMAN to act as a reference for him 
and substantiate his statements to future employers that 
he had worked for BR0THM/;.N from 1937 to 19^+0 . 

According to the informant, OSBORNE told 
BROTHMivN that he and several other persons had been 
dismissed by the Celanese Corporation in view of some 
union activities and that he did not want to use the 
Celanese Corporation as a reference or former employer. 
According to the informant, BROTHMi'iN assured OSBORNE 
that he would act as a reference for him. The informant 
further, advised that OSBORJffi was referred to BROTHMt'.N 
by BEI'feLVERMilN.

Confidential Informant T-2 advised on February 
4, 1940, that ABKAHAl'I BROTHM'VN contacted a Mr. OLIVE at 
the McGraw-Hill Publishing Company and stated that he 
wanted to arrange a luncheon with OLIVE to discuss the 
possibility of purchasing some articles on the work he 
had been doing in the chemical field. 

On November 6, 1950, Mr. THEODORE R^^LIVE, 
Associate Editor, Chemical Engineering Magazine, me Graw- 
Hill Publishing Company, 330 West 42nd Street, New York 
City was interviewed by SAS STUART J. C^lIERON and ROBERT L. 
STEVENSON, JR. 


Mr. OLIVE stated that he first met ABRAH/iM 
BR0 THM.;n in about 1938 or 1939 and that ho saw BROTHM/.N 
in his (OLIVE'S) office on many occasions since that time. 
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Ho said that BROTHM.‘iN was a poor businessman and would 
lose out In his business deals. He advised that EROTHMAN 
would confide in him in relation to his faili'rcs in business, 

Mr. OLIVE is of the opinion that BHOTKbi'vN failed in business 
because he picked poor associates. 

Mr. OLIVE stated that he recalled that about a 
year ago he read that ABRAHAM ER0T^5M/i.N appeared before a 
Grand Jury; hov/ever, he said he did not know why BROTIDTiF 
had to appear before this Grand Jury. He said that he may 
have net HARRY GOLD but that he did not know whether or not 
ho recall!^ the name because of having not him or because 
of reading about GOLD in the newspapers. He said that it v 

was also possible that he net other associates of BROTHMAN 
inasmuch as he has visited BROTHM/iN’S office in Long 
Island City, Mew York. 

Mr. OLIVE stated that he last saw BR0TH21/iN 
just prior to talking to the interviewing agents on 
November 6, 1950, and that BHOTHMAN said he was being 
"victimized by a liar," BROTHM/iN told OLIVE that the 
people who could testify for him had been scared out and 
that he was a "victim of the tines" tond that "it was a 
case of mass hysteria," He said that he agreed with 
B^OTHILIN. 

He also said tho-t he never had any reason to 
dcubt BROTHM/'.JI'S loyalty and that he would bo very much 
surprised if BROTHMAM was e Cooriunist because he was too 
much of an individualist. He said that he is convinced 
that ABR/lHAM BROTHfilN has been victimized and that he is an 
upright person. He said that he wished to go on record 
as being convinced that ABRAHAM BROTHMAM is innocent of 
any wrong. 

On January 4, 1946. Confijjfential Informant T-2 
advised that BROTHM/iN contacted JAQi^lmlLLER and advised him 
that he had contacted "that bozo" and had an appointment 
with him. According to the informant, BROTHM/Jr indicated 
that he would give MILLER a build up and that possibly this 
individual would have use for MILLER, 
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JACK R. MILLER , 125 Er.st St. Mr.rks PIp.cs, 

Vnllcy otrecTi, Long Island, Ncv; York, Vice President of 
the firn of Rninseyer o.nd Miller, Inc., Consultant Engineers,

MILLER advised that he has known OSCAR VAGQ 
since, about 1940 and that he has been associated with hin 
quite closely as a fellow enployce and friend through 
1945 . He stated that he and OSCAR VAGO had worked 
together with JOHN^ctEEIEWALT and that at the conclusion 
of that enploynent they had decided to form a partnership 
to do engineering work which had lasted for only about 
three months . He stated that the firm head received no 
business of any kind and that as a consequence it had 
been found necessary to obtain cmploynent to Doot their 
living expenses. 

He stated th<at he had visited OSCAR VAGO on 
a number of occasions at the office of A. Brothman,^ 
Associates and that he had met ABR.\K.:M Bi(6Txi' ri t nr” ugh 
VAGli, stated that they also had lunch v/ith BROTHMilN 
and had visited In BROTHMiVN'S homes in Peekskill, New 
York, or in Long Island. 

Ho stated that he had never known positively 
that VAGO was a member of the Communist Party although he 
had bolieved it to be doubtlessly true since VAGO appeared to 
follow the Conuiunist Party line at all times. He recalled 
? articularly that VAGO had strongly defended the HULBR- 
Sr/dl.IN Pact at times v/hen MILLER had criticized it, MILLER 
stated that VAGO had never tried to induce him. to join • 
the Communist Party or attend Communist Party meetings. 

Confidential Informant T-2 advisod that on 
DcccnbcT 12, 1945> a Mr, DEUT3CR. an engineer, contacted 
BROTHMiN and had a long technical discussion vrlth him. 
According to the informant, BROTHI'LvN indicated to 
DEITTSCH that hj.s firm had been working on a project for 
the Chinese C-ovornraent. 
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On November 1, 1950, Mr. ZOUi 
of Deutsch and Loonam, Consulting Engineers and 
Metallurgists j 3950 Grand Central Terminal Building, 

New York City, was interviewed by SA STUART J. CAMERON. 

Mr. DEUTSCH advised that he was first 
introduced to AERAI^^BROTHMIIT in January, • 19^5, in the 
office of THEODORJi^i^IVE, Associate Editor, McGraw-Hill 
Publishing Company} New York City. He stated that the 
purpose of this meeting was to make plans regarding the 
publication of a book on the design of chemical engineering 
equipment which, it was suggested, he and BROTHMAN 
collaborate in vTiting. DEU'TSCH said that subsequently 
he met BROT^IMilM about four or five times at meetings which 
were hold in DEUTSCH ’S office. 

These meetings wore for the purpose of planning 
the outline of the book and to designate chapters which 
were to be written respectively by DEUTSCH and BROTIDiiN, 

He added that he submitted his manuscripts to BROTKM/iN 
but that BR0TK!»I/vr did not reciprocate. The proposition 
X'OS finallj'- abandoned because of non-cooperation on thc- 
1 art of BROTHMi'iN. 

He added that he knev/ BROTHliAN only from a 
t-ichnical standpoint and that manifested no 

subversive tondencics. He asserted that ho was not 
a'jquainted with OSCAR VAGQ_ a nd that he has not seen 
BROTHI-IAF sincG 19^5 or 19‘^6. 

Confidential Informant T-2 advised on December 
11, 19^5, that a Mr. FrlSCIIER attempted unsuccessfully 
to contact ABRAHi'iM BiiOTHMiiN. 

The current Manhattan telephone directory lists

On November 8, 1950? Mrs. ELSIE STERN. Secretary 
to Mr. FUSCHEH, Apartment 8-F, 644 Riverside Drive, New 
York City, was intervlcv;ed by SA WALTER A. V/ANGENHEIM. 
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Mrs. STERN advised that Mr. FRISCHER is 
presently in Europe and not expected to returnTuntil 
Dccenber, 1950. She stated that she recalls the nane of 
ABHiLR/iM BROTHMIN in relation to a deal by which. FRISCHER 
was attempting to forn an organization of engineers. She 
recalled that Mr. FRISCHER was ‘going to try to interest 
ABRAHAM BHOTHM/.N in the idea of forming an organization 
of engineers because FRISCHER knew that ABRAHAM BHOTHMAN 
was a well-known chemical engineer, 

Mrs. STERN stated that she was certain that 
Mr, FRISCHER never not ABRAHAM BROTHfLAN personally as 
he, FRISCHFiR, dropped the incorporation idea before 
doing anything concrete about it. She stated that she has 
been employed by Mr, FRISCHER since 19^+5 and that it was 
in that' year that the above incident took place. 

No further e.ffort v/ill be made by this office 
to interview Mr. FRISCHER in view of the information 
furnished by Mrs .

the future. Mr. ^CHSLER stated that he had no personal 
knowledge of BROTHMAN except that A. Brothman &. Associates 
were slow In paying their bills to his company. 

■On March 3, 1950, ARTHQR ri^BER, former 
business associate of BROTTCiiiN, advised that an individual 
known to him as “SHIITDLER” used to v^lt BH0TH1-L\N at the 
Chemurgy Design Corporation and thajt ^JNDLER operates a 
small paint factory in Brooklyn, N<wyork, 

On October 27 , 1950. MOBRIJ^IL^ R. 8? North 
I2th Street, Brooklyn, New York, *was inter viewed by 
•SA ’/ALTER A. mNGENHEIM. 

Mr. SHILLER stated th-t he is the owner of the 
M. Shiller Corporation, a paint mamjfactvring plant 
located at 87 North 12T;h Street, Brooklyn, New York* He 
said that in the early part of 19Vt ho contemplated using 
BROTHMAN as a consulting engineer on a process which he 
was perfecting regarding a paint cover for airplane (B-29) 
plexiglass.

He stated that he did 
not recall who Introduced him to BROTffltAN and that he 
had heard that BROCHMAN had some i;iew Ideas on an economical 
production of plastics, NORMAN said that later In 194? 
he introduced a friend of his. BERNARD MISHKIN, to 
BROTHMAN, He said that MISHKIN was Interested at that time 
in plastics but that MISHKIN and BROTHMAN could not agree 
and decided not to go into business together. 

NORMAN stated that in May of 194? he loaned 
BROTHMAN $5»000 for one month and that at the end of the 
month BROTHMAN promptly repaid the $5,000 loan, ,He said 
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that the reason he loaned BROTHMAN $5*000 was that BROTIOIAN 
had showed him correspondence from the Chinese Government 
which stated that he, BR0THMA.N, would be paid in the near 
future for work already compleied. 

NORMAN stated that in the fall of 19^+7 BROTHMAN 
again requested a* loan of $1,000 from him for Wo weeks 
and because BROTHMAN had returned the $5j000 previously 
loaned so promptly, NORMAN decided to let BROTHMAN have 
the $1,000. Ke said that BROTHMAN did not return the 
fMjOOO until about April 1. 19^9. NORMAN recalled that 
he contacted BROTHMAN’S office on about March 1, 19^9, and 
MIRIAM MQSKQWITZ advised him that BROTHMAN was in Philadelphia, 
f'ehnsylvanla . 

NORMAN said that he went to Philadelphia ar^d 
asked BROTHMAN for his $1,000.

BROTHUuN, idien fired the Stanton Laboratories, said that 
this firm still owed him money on a contract Tiiich ho had signed with then.

HAHRY GOLD has advised that to the best of his recollection, 
his Initial ccntact with ABRAHAU BROTHMAN was on September 
29, 1941 , and that he was advised to make this ccotaot 
by his Soviet superior, SEMEN MARKOVICH SEMENOV.

GOLD recalled that sometime between August, 1944 snd 
October, 1943, B-WHliAN approached him on several 
occasions and asked him to use his influence or to 
contact his friends in order that BROTHMAN might 
obtain a chance tc do legitimate work through 
Arotcrg.^\/^^ 

GOLD also stated that starting in early 1942 and 
for several years thereafter, BR'THMAN had on at 
least six occasions openly asked GOLD if ho could 
obtain legitimate backing from the Soviet Ihion. 

It is noted that GCttiD also has stated that BROTta^AN 
asked him whether he could put him in touch with 
Soviets who could let him do some consulting work 
for then. 

In an interview with iiBRAHiii? Bi^OTHMAN on May 29, 

1947, he stated that he had submitted various 
contracts tu the Soviet Government Purchasing 
Coramissicn and the Amtorg Trading Corporation, but 
that he had never obtained a contract from either of 
these Russian agencies.

The iaitlal infozmation ooncerning Abraham Brothman 
from Bllaabeth Ihrrill Bentley as appearing in her algned statement executed 
on November 3 O, I945f wherein she made disclosures as to espionage activitlaa 
in Washlngtonj B* C., and New York City, New York. In this statement Mias 
Bentley advised that in approximately May, 1940, Jacob Oolos, a known 
Soviet agent, introduced her to Abe Brothaan, who at the time resided in 
Nassau County, New York, and was mployed as an engineer in liie Bapubllc 
Steel Company, New Yoik City. (It is to be noted that Bentley's reference 
to the Republic Steel Company was undoubtedly in error as Brothman's 
employer at the time Bentley met him was the Republic Chemical Machinery 
Company.) After meatlr^ Brotfaman, pursuant to Qclos* Instructlone, she 
would receive various blueprints ftom Brothman and thereafter deliver 
them to Golos. It was indicated that she net with Brothman on appr^imately 
ten occasions between May and the Fall of 1940. During thle period, ac- 
cording to her inf otmation, on acme occasions Golos would meet Brothman 
and obtain the blueprints directly from him but whenever these appoiniments 
could not be handled personally by Golos she would meat with Brothman and 
secure the blueprints. 


Some time during these meetings she learned either from Brothman 
or trm Golos that these blueprints pertained to ccmmercisl kettles which 
she understood to he acme kind of commercial vat. She mentioned that 
during the Fall of 1940 Golos advised her that be was beccmlng somawhat 
disgusted in his dealings with Brothman and indicated that he was going 
to turn Brothnan over to someone else. She claimed that she did not learn 
from Golos or anyone else to whom Brothman was directed. OA

B. Business Connections 


For a ‘Dumber of years prior to 1942 Brothman was operating a 
firm under the name Republic Chesnlcal Uachlnery Cranpany, wi-th offices at 
114 East 32nd Street In New York City. This company until about June, 1942, 
was performing design work on chemical machines being manufactured by the 
Hendrick Manufacturing Company, 30 Church Street, New York City. During 
this period and since February, I941i Arthur Hiinaas Weber was employed by 
Brothman In the Republic Chemical Machinery CompaiQr. UDon the termination 
of this company in 1942 Brothman and Weber became associated with one 
Henry A. Qolwynne In the Ghemurgy Design Corporation, 420 Lexington Avenue, 
New York City, of which coiq^any Brothman was Vice Resident and Weber was 
Secretary. While with the Ghemurgy Design Corporation, Brothman made 
contact In early 1943 vith Theodore HelUg, President of the Regal Chemical 
Corporation, who was endeavoring to set up a system for filling methyl 
bromide ampules for the Tedlee Chemical Corporation and to develop a method 
of filling Aerosol dispensers. Subsequently Brothman and Weber signed a 
contract with the Regal and Tedlee Companies and began work on the develop- 
ment of Aerosol filling machines 


Xn the course of this work Brothman developed an automatic device 
for filling Aerosol bombs in the field and a valve for Aerosol dispensers 
as well as a process for maklDg D.D.T. Brothman claimed all of this work 
was his own to the exclusion of Weber. As a result, difficulties arose 
between HelUg and Weber on the one hand and Brothman on the other. Ac- 
cording to Brothman, HelUg attempted to induce him to sign over to HelUg 
the devices and process mentioned above by^ refusing to support Weber's 
claim for selective service deferment. This oonfUct continued until 
August, 1944« vhen HelUg exhibited to Brothman a copy of a document in 
-which Weber signed away these devices and the D.D.T. process. In August, 
1944, Brothman servered his connection with Weber and HelUg and opened 
his own firm, known as Abraham Brothman and Associates, Consulting Engineers,

A« Intervigw of Abraham Brothman (May 29. 1947)

Abraheon Brothican was iDterviswed at his office on Hay S9t 1947« 
at which tine he identified the pbotograph of Elisabeth Ibrrill Bentley ae 
■Helan" and subsequently after considerable hesitation identified the 
photograph of Jacob Golos as "John." Brolhman stated that Golos, whom 
he knew only under the name sjohn," originally came to his office in 193^ 
or 1939y claimed he had contacts., with the Russian Government and was in the 
position to get contracts for Brothman, and requested blueprints of certain 
products on which Brothnan was then working. As a result of tills contact 
Brothman stated he turned over various blueprints to Golos, aU of which 
blueprints he claimed as his own property. He admitted that Golos there- 
after Introduced him to Elizabeth Bentley as "Ifelen" and she met with him 
m ten or tiralva occasions betiraen 193^ and 1940 and he turned over various 
blueprints to her for delivery to Golos* Accoi^ing to Brotiman, in 1940 
one Harry Gold, who introduced himself under the name Frank Kessler, came 
to his office as a reprssentative of Golos and thereafter picked up the 
blueprints frcm him for Golos from that date until late 1941 or early 1942. 
Brothman executed a signed statement embodying the above information. 

During the Interview he denied any connection with the Camnunist Party. 


B. Interview of Harry Gold (May 29. 1947) 


Harry Gold was thereafter interviewed on the same date in the 
laboratory of Abraham Brothman and Associates, at which time he furnished 
a signed statement Indicating that he was Introduced to one Jacob Golos, 
whose photograph he identified at the time of the interview, by Carter 
Hoodless of Pennsylvania Sugar Ccapany, with idilcb ccnpany he was 
associated. Ife mentioned that this introduction took place around October, 
1940, and on the same day he was propositioned by Golos to pick up 
certain blueprints from Abraham Brothman in New York City and evaluate 
same on a domical basis. He stated that no financial agreement was 
entered into at the time of this meeting. Pursuant to this proposition 
he stated be, after making an appointment with Brothman in November, 1940, 
■at Brotiman at a downtown New York restaxu'ant, at which time certain 
blueprints were turned over to him. He advised that he continued to see 
Brothman once every three weeks during tbs next aix months. He stated that 
he never saw Golos again after the date of his original proposition but 
zeoelved a nimber of teleihone calls prior to May, 1941* He also denied 
the receipt of any money or other rem^ration from Golos but indicated 
that he defrayed all of his eaq)enses.(u) 



C. Fadairal Orand Jtny Action (July^ 1947) 



A special Federal Grand Jury iias called in the Southern Ihetrlct 
of New Tork, New Tork City, for the purpose of considering the various 
allegations pertaining to espionage as furnished ly Elizabeth Terrill Bentley. 
Abraham Brothman was subpoenaed to appear before this Grand Jury on July 
10, 1947, but he actually testified before this body on July 22, 1947. Harry 
Gold was similarly subpoenaed and testified before this same Grand Jury 
on July 31» 1947. The testimony of Brothman and Gold before the Grand Jury 
was sihstantially the same as appeazw in their signed statements and as 
previously mentioned in this brief.

A. Highly Confidential Source Information (May 6. 19501 


On May 6, 1950« a hi^^y confidential source advised the New York 
Office that Abraham Brotfaman maintained at his office a folder labeled 
■Vernal Diffusion** This folder contained copies of seven articles on 
thetmal diffusion which apparently appeared In Ihe "Journal of Chemical Physics" 
and "Physical Beviewa," scientific publications, during the period 1939 
to 1941> Pollowing these published articles was an undated, typewritten, 
double-spaeedi scientific paper on the subject of themal diffusion, the 
title of idiich is now obliterated. The author of this paper was unlbiown and 
there was no Indication whether it had ever been published. According to 
this confidential source, the obliterated title appearing on the scientific 
paper appeared to be much shorter than the title Qhroblsms of the Practical 
Application under Productional Conditions of the Process of Diemal 
Effusion of Gases.* However, the article contained a statement under the 
heading "Conclusions" that while nothing yet appeared in the literature 
used as a bibliography for the article regarding the application of thermal 
diffusion to an industrial process, such work Itas being investigated and 
it was certain the first person to subnlt pilot plant proofs of industrial 
uses would be In a Jgfty position In a new and potentlflljjL.v&aWiel4 . In 
substance at least 

This same highly confldentiA source also 8iq;>plled Infoimation 
concerning 17 publications written by Brolhman between the years 1939 and 
1949 which Indirectly related to themal diffusion. One of these publicatione 
was entitled "Batch • Continued Process for Buna-S, " idiidh apparently was 
published in the publication ■Chemical and Metallurgical Engineering* f 


March, 1943 » It la interesting to note hers that 
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It might b6 noted that on July 11, 1950, Harry Gold executed a signed 
statement setting forth ccmplete Infomatlon ae to his espionage activities 
and contacts involving Abraham Brothman, the details concerning iidiich have bean 
set forth hereinafter in this brief. 

Gold* a Firat Contact With Brothman (1941) 

Subsequent to l£ay 22, 1950, idien Harry Gold mads his confession 
concerning his espionage activities, ha was interviewed relative to his 
relations with Abraham Brothman. At the time of this interview he admitted 
that he had never actually known Jacob Goloe ae he had previously indicated 
to the FBI and in his testimony before the Grand Jury. He advised that 
his Soviet contact that sent him to Brothman was actually one "Sam," idiom 
he identified as Semen llarkovich Semenov, an offioial of Amtorg Trading 
Corporation. He mentioned that he met "Sam" under similar circumstances 
to those previously described as to his meeting of Solos. According to 
Gold, after having made three unsuccessful attempts to meet Abraham Brothman 
in New York City he received specific instructions as to the meeting 
through "Sam,* which instructions appeared on a card found in his possession. 

He stated that on a Monday (believed to be Monday, September 29, 1941) at 
10:00 P.M. he went to a place the north side of 27th Street between 
6th and 7th Avenues, New York City, where he entered a dark gray Pontiac 
as dan bearing New York license 2N9068 and met Abraham Brothman. I^on 
entering this car his password to Brothman was to give him the regards 
from "Helen" and to inquirs about Brothman* s wife, Naomi, and his baby girl. 

Gold mentioned that oh this occasion they drove around a short while in 
Brothman *8 autonobils and then stopped at Bickford* s Restaurant on 6th 
Avanie somewhere between 34th and 42nd Street. «u) 

(2) Brothman 's Previous Soviet Contacts 

Gold advised that to the best of his kncwrledge Jacob Golos was 
Brothman* 8 first contact with the Soviets. Elizabeth Bentley was his second 
and he (Gold) his third. At his first meeting with Brothman in 1941 
Brothman mentioned "Helen" as the woman to whom be previously furnished infoxma- 
tion and that a man who worked for Amtorg Trading Corporation preceded "Helen" 
by several years . According to Gold* s information concerning Brothman this 
■an at Amtorg was an American, had an unxisual name which Gold believed was 
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an Inaenlan name and was anbaequantly displaced by a Russian* He could not 
furnish any further infonnation concerning the identity of this person or as 
to the exact period idien Brothaan was in contact with this individual* Oold 
was unable to state in idiat wanner Brothnan originally wet Jacob Golos or 
uhen the latter last aas Brotinan* During his meetings with Brothman he was 
advised that Brothman had previously supplied information to Golos with 
veferance to a turbine engine for aircraft on which he (Brothman) had been 
working while asaooiatsd with the Hendrick Hannfacturing Ccmpany. He 
mentioned 'tiuit Brothman advised him he had gotten along all ri^t with 
Qoloa but not so well with "Helen* and that he was glad to sea Gold so 
that he could again start funneling information to the Soviet Union^ which 
Brothman claimed was the only country conducting a true fight against 
Fascism. 

(3) *Buna-S* Information (1942) 

According to Oold, Brothman furnished him information for 
transmittal to the Soviets in Uarch, 1942, relative to the process known 
as "Buna-S,* on which Brothman had worked while associated with the 
Hendrick Manufacturing Coapany. It was explained that this *Buna-S* 
process mas a continuous process for the manufacture of synthetic rubber. 
With respect to his obtaining this information, Gold adviaed that he had 
rented a rocw at the Hotel New Yorker and Brottaan appeared at this rocm 
one evening with a portable typewriter and the details of the information 
on the "Buna-S" process. He stated that they worked until 6:00 A.M., 
with Gold checking the material while Brothman did the typing. Later on 
the same day Brothman returned with more material and what amounted to 
the eemplete report on *Buna*-S.* Gold advised that about two or three 
weeks after he had turned over this information on the "Buna-S” process 
to *Sam* he relayed to Brothman the report from hie superiors that the 
Information was very valuable, well received by the engineers of the 
Soviet Union because of its completeness, and would be put to use ±a~ 
mediately. He stated that althou^ Brothman was the author of this process 
it actually bslonged to the Hendrick Manufacturing Company and the Standard 
Oil Ccmpany. Cuj 

(4) Miscellaneous Dociaente Furnished Gold by Brottiman 

At the time of tbe arrest of Barry Gold and auhaequant thereto 
under a voluntary consent to search executed by Oold the follcmring miecel- 
laneous docvaenta, blueprints and other materi^ wers obtained from 
Gold's residence. This material was tbersafter exhibited to Gold, and 
identified by him as having bean obtained from Brothnan for snlmiasion 
to the Soviets. He indicated, however, that the majority of these documents 
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vsre actuallj not t\xrned o?er to his Soviet contact by reaaon of the fact 
tbat same nere too fra^ntary and In a nnmber of inatancaa vere snbeeqtisntly 
aiqieraeded by a ccnplete report on the aazDe matter vhlch was actually

Oold adTlsed that between Noramber, 1942, and Jannar7, 1943, he 
vaa experiencing conaldarable trouble in getti2)g Brolhnan to produce material 
for eubnlaaion to the Soviets and to shoir up at the prearranged meetings, 
is a result thereof his Soviet contact "Sam" suggested that it ai^t be a 
good idea for him personally to give Brothnan a pep talk, is a result 
thereof Gold stated he arranged for a meeting at the Hotsl Lincoln in 
Hew Toxk City In a room which be rented for this occasion. He advised 
that Brothman, oSam" and himself were in attendance at the meeting. Buring 
the meeting ■Sam* praised Brothman's work and elaborated upon the wonderful 
work which he could do for the Soviet Union. In the conversation ■Sam" 
attempted to persuade Brolhman to associate himself with some large firm 
so that he might be able to obtain material of more value to the Soviets. 

Oold stated that the purpose of this meeting was to get Brottaman to do 
further work on synthetic rubber and to build up his ego and desire to do 
more work for the Soviet Union by having him meet ■Sam,* who was introduced 
to him as an important official of the Soviet Union.^u) 


(6) False Statement as to Meeting of Gold and Brothman 


With respect to bis statement to the FBI and his subsequent testimony 
before the Federal Grand Jury in 1947 relative to Jacob Golos, Gold advised 
at the time of his interview on June 12, 19?0, that he never actually knew 
Qolos nor had Brothman mentioned this Individual to him until after Brothman' a 
interview by the FBI. On that date t^n Gold’s arrival at Brothman 's office 
be was advised by Brothman that the ^I knew everything, that they knew ha 
(Gold) was a courier and that they did not have much time. According to 
Gold, Brothman told him that be must tell the same story about how they 
met through "John.* He explained to Oold on this occasion that this "John* 
was the link befors *lfelen* and he fumidied a description of the man. 
Indicating bis name was spelled scmething like Gollush . Oold further advised 
that Brothman suggested to him that he had to make up a story right away 
as to hoe he met this man (Golos) and cautioned Gold to be sure to say that 
■John" Introduced him to Brothman. He was infomed by Brothman that the 
FBI was on the way out to the laboratory to question him and that Gold should 
be sure not to mention to them about their conversation as he had promised 
he would not talk to Oold befors the FBI had an opportunity to interrogate 
him. According to Oold, Bro-ttman stated to him, Tou've got to cover me up 

and tell the same stoty I told you.* Gold advised that when he was interviewed

liy the FBI liter that day he fumi^ed them W-rtfefeftStAl by 

Brothman concerning Oolos and subseqnantly testified along the same lines 
before the Federal Grand Jury. H 


In a signed statement executed by Harry Gold on July 13, 1950, he 
ad:Ti8ed that about a month after Memorial Day, 1947, ha dropped into Grothman* s 
office at about 8:00 P.M. and Brothman, i^o appeared in a -eery agitated mood, 
infomed him in the presence of Oscar Vago, Sol F^nshel and Bob Gerson that 
he had received a sunmons to appear before the Federal Grand Jury. Brothman 
Made the statement to him that the whole affair was ridiculous and that he 
would be no party to such goings on. According to Gold, Brothman stated 
that idien be appeared be fore the Grand Jury instead of trying to lie and squirm 
his way out of the accusations he, Brothman, would malce a clean breast of tbs 
matter and tell the entire story about Gollush . *^160" and Gold. Brothman 
added on this occasion that the information which he had given was entirely 
of his oirn design and bad never been utilized by the Soviet Union. Gold 
indicated that he told Brothman such a course would be extremely foolhardy 
and he suggested that Brothman should think the matter over further before 
deciding to taka such a stand. Gold stated that several days later when he 
Informed Brothman that he too had received a smmons Brothman’ a reaction was 
that this was a good onen. Subsequently on the following evening, which be 
believed to be the 'Wednesday immediately preceding Brothman’ s appearance before 
the Grand Jury, he had occasion to speak to !v:iriam Moakowitz at Topsy'a 
Bsstaurant on Queens Boulevard, Long Island, New York. During the course of 
this conversation Moskowltz told him with very evident relief that during the 
day she and Gibby Neddleman had finally succeeded in convincing Brothman of 
the foolhardiness of bis con'templated course of testifying to the fact that 
he had given information to the Soviet Dhion. She on this occasion mentioned 
to Gold that it had taken a great deal of persuasion on the part of herself 
and Neddleman and that finally Neddleman through pure logic had convinced 
Brothman that for him to reveal the fact that he knowingly gave information 
to the Soviet Union would be exactly what the Federal authorities wanted. 

Gold mentioned that later on the night before Brothman was to testify before 
the Federal Grand Jury he, Brothman, informed Gold that he had given the 
Idea of telling the truth before the Grand Jury.{vw^ 


Gold also mentioned that upon receipt of a subpoena to appear 
before the Federal Grand Jury on July 31, 1947, Brothman told him not to 
be worried as they would go over the story together and if he told the same 
story as ha (Brothman) did everything would be okay. He indicated that on 
the morning of the day he testified before the Grand Jury he and Brothman 
walked the streets in the neighborhood of Brothman' s borne from 3:30 to 5:30 
A.M. discussing the story about bow Gold met Golos in order to gat their 
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■torles straight as to hos he and Brothman originally met. Brothnan also 
told bin on this occasion that he aust stick by the story that Qolos had sent 
hia to Brcttman. Qold advised that after testifying before the Grand Jury he 
related the substance of hia testimony to Brothman' s attorney "Tcm* (IHU) and 
later to Brothaan himself.

■tlemember whan the Rover boys come arovuid, you want to tell the same story you 
did before." Gold indicated on this same occasion Brotlman may have added the 
remark, "Don't pull a Louis Budenz.* It was Gold's impression that these 
remarks were made to him by Brothman in such a way as to imply a threat. fu) 


(7) Brothman' s knowledge of Gold's Espionage Activities 


Gold was questioned as to Birothman's knowledge of his (Gold's) 
espionage activities, at which time he stated that in his opinion Brothman 
definitely knew him to be a Soviet agent and further knew that Gold had 
succeeded Elizabeth Bentley as his contact with the Soviets. He was also 
of the opinion that Brothman knew Jacob Golos was a Soviet agent as on one 
occasion when he discussed the matter of his activities as an agent Brothman 
made inquiry of him, is John?" Gold stated that he did not know at 

the time that Brothman was referring to Jacob Golos when he made inquiry 
concerning "John." In explanation of bis opinion that Brothman knew him 
to be a Soviet agent he stated that on one occasion while talking to 
Brothuan he mentioned that he (Gold) had a contact relative to atonic 
energy. Subsequently, i^on specific inquiry fron Brothman he advised the 
latter that hia contact for this information was an Englishman named Dr. 

Klaus Fuchs, at which time Brothman indicated he knew this man through 
reading his articles In scientific publications. Cw) 

In further substantiation of Gold's belief that Brothman was aware 
of hie connections with Soviet espionage, Gold stated that in about November, 
1943, his Russian contact Semenov advised him that he (Gold) had been awarded 
the Order of the Red Star for his outstanding work In behalf of the Soviets. 
Hs Indicated that shortly thersafter, probably during ihe same month, he told 
Abraham Brothman of his having received the Order of the Red Star and thou^ 
aiia Information did not seem to impress Brotlman, Gold later informed that 
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Birotbinan had told aoDie of hie fellow eseociatee that he (Brolhman) had 
received the award from the Soviets iTor legitimate work which had been done 
for that country. Gold indicated he received this information as to Bz^thman's 
claim of having received a reward fron the Soviets through conversation with 
Sol Fanshelj Riillp levins and later Oscar Vago. Vago also mentioned to 
Gold that Brothman had mads the statement that his work for the Soviets had 
been worth the work of one or two brigades of men to the Soviets. According 
to Gold, he recalled that Semenov at the time of the Hotel Lincoln meeting told 
Brothman that the work which Brothman had suhoiitted to the Soviet Union was 
equal to the efforts of one or two brigades of nan.^t^ 


On another occasion he recalled that he informed Brothman concerning 
a contact he had with a man at.l^l^t Field, Ohio, who after receiving money 
failed to produce the infonnation desired of him. Gold stated that during a 
discussion with Brothman around the time of their interviews by the FBI he 
mentioned to Brolhman his concern about his having taken railroad and airplane 
trips and while he did not indicate the purpose of these trips he felt certain 
that they both understood same were in connection with his espionage activltiss.^uj 


Gold further advised that on the evening prior to the time that he 
testified before the Federal Grand Jury in New loric he was driven to the 
Pennsylvania Station by Brothman and i^lriam Moskcwritz. He stated that on several 
occasions while en route to the station Brothman made the remark, "ffhat kind of 
a damn fool who brings people out to work with him in the laboratory who are 
connected with this business, but not only that, but he goes and gets him Jobs 
in Philadelphia." According to Gold, Brothman was referring to Tom Black and 
Brothman* s expression as to "this business" was interpreted by him as referring 
to Soviet espionage* On this same occasion Gold stated that Brotiunan through 
his conversation gave him the definite impression that he. Brothman, believed 
Black was the master mind behind the whole spy set-up. (tM 

(8) Yakovlev* s Rnwrledee Relative Brothman (1946) 

Gold advised that daring the week of Christinas, 1946, he received a 
telephone call at Brothman 's laboratory and immediately recognized the voice as 
that of "John," whom he identified as being Anatoli A* Yakovlev. "John" made 
arrangements with him at the time of this conversation to meet him at the Earle 
Theater, from which point the two went to a bar in the neighborhood of 3rd Avenie. 
According to Gold, "JcAin" was very affable and apologized for not having mat him 
Alt the theater in early 1946 for their scheduled meeting and explained that some- 
thing had occurred idilch prevented him from keeping appointments for some time . 
■John" made inquiry^as to whether Gold had any material from Fuchs, to which Gold 
replied in tiie negative. Gold stated that he thereupon asked "John* if he knew 
of Fuchs’ arrest in Great Britain- According to Gold, "John** was quite horrified 
to hear this and assured Gold that all efforts would be made to give assistance 
to Fuchs. When ■Jdin" was Infomed that Gold was then working for Abraham 
Brothman In tew York, ha became very upset and said to Gold, "Look, don’t 
you know that this man is a suspect." He also made the etatement at this 
time, "Cfti, my, why did you ever do such a thijig^^" ^ A^cM^^ing to Gold, 
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Portly thereafter "John* euddenly got vcp^ walked out of liie reetaurant 
and left bin without aaklng any prearrangemente for aubeequent meetings.

It mi^ifat be noted with respect to his inquiry of *JohD* relative 
to Fuchs' arrest. Gold stated that on the occasion of his having mentioned his 
eonnectlOD with Dr. Oaus Fuche to Brothman, Brothman told him that he had 
recently seen a small article In the newspaper on the previous Sunday (latter 
part of July, 1946) to the affect that Dr. Hans Fuchs was being held for 
questioning In England. Gold stated that he advised Brothman that if it were 
true that Fuchs had 
knew would never talk.

(9) Payments to Brotiman 


According to Gold, on tiiree or four occasions he gave sms of 
meney to Brottean, not exceeding #50 at any one time. He pointed out that 
this money came from his own pocket and was given to Brothaan In order to 
reimburse him for the expenses the latter Incurred in making blueprints of 
the material lAich was being turned over to Qold for submission to the Soviets 



(10) Amtorg Connections of Brothman 


With respect to Brothman' s connections with Amtorg Trading Corpora* 
tlon, Gold advised that through a conversation with Brothman he learned that 
at one time the latter had a contact at Amtorg, possibly a clerk, which 
individual was subsequently discharged from Amtorg. Be stated that this 
contact was soostima in the late 19308 and Geld expressed the belief that 
Brotbman's association with this man ml^t have had sonsthing to do with 
his first association with the Sovleta. 


During the course of an Interview with Harry Gold on August 2, 1950, 
be advised that sometime in late March, 1942 he had a conversation with 
Brothman in tbs Hotel New Yorker in New York City* On Ihis occasion Brolhman 
advised him lhat his friend Shura Swan, who had worked for the Soviet Union, 
had recently been laid off by tbam. Gold stated he got the impression from 
Brothman that Swan had worked for Amtorg and that Swan was the man who first 
introduced him (Brothman) to another Amtorg man (unidentified) to do industrial 
espionage. According to Gold, the purpose of Brotbman's having mentioned 
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Swan's name on this occasion was to ascure 
Swan's job at liatorg. Qold stated that Swan's nane was again brought by 
Brothman during tbs conversation which they had during the early part of 
1943 but no further identifiable infomatlon was furnished concerning this 
^ Individual 

Gold advised that In Jnnsj 1946 he had a farther conversation with 
Brothnan wherein the latter proceeded to berate Soviet officials in this 
country for the nanner in which they treated Awericans who were working for 
them* Brothman oh that occasion brought op Swan's situation as an illustration 
and mentioned that Swan had been "kicked out on his ear" by Amtorg on at 
least two occasions. Gold stated that he got the definite impression from 
Brothman' s conversation that Swan was about 40 years of age and was a 
naturalised American eitisen of Russian blrtt). He furthsr gathered from the 
conversation that Swan had worked at Amtorg in a clerical capacity and was 
relsased from his job by reason of sither a slackening of work or his replace- 
ment by a Russian Hational. According to Gold> this latter conversation took 
place in Miriam Moakowlts's apartment on 8th Avenus near 18th Street and 
Moskowits was present, (la) 

¥ith respect to the individual referred to as Shura Swan, the files 
of the Bureau reflect that in co nnection with the Foocaeei Mew Tork Ci^ 
Confidential Ihf ormant ipHMBfurnlehed certain information on May 15, 1946. 
According to this infomant. Rose Reuben of the American Russian Institute in 
isw Yoric City made inquiry of Brothman concerning a translator for technical 
Russian terms < Brothman suggested the names of three individuals to her, 
smong which was that of 9iura Swan, whom Reuben indicatsd she knew to be a 
tranelator for a tachnicalccaomission which had eosie to the United States from 
Russia. According to the report of Special Agent John R. Murphy dated May 
10, 1950 , at Mew York it was indicated that a check of the New York indices 
reflected that Swan is Identical with Alexander Svenchansky.^l^ 

It might be noted froa the Bureau file on Alexander Svsnchansky that 
be was bom in Theodosia, Russia on March 6, 1909* He came to the United 
States la 1923 and became a naturalised United States eitisen on May 29, 

1929 * Swan was employed at Amtorg Trading Corporation, New York City, as a 
translator from Ajurll, 1932 to May, 1942 and subsequently worked for the 
Soviet Government Purchasing Cosmission at Washington, D. C. He was inducted 
into the United States Army in Dec«iber, 1942, and aervedasoffiolal^^^^^ 
tranelator at the Amy Air Base la Whitehorse. Alaska. 





Gold also neallsd that aonstiina sthsaqtient to thair baTing 
basn iDterriswad by the FBI Brothaan tiiroagh bis eonrsrsatlon dsfiJiltely 
indicated that be bad bean In touch with Gibby Heddleaan, attorney for 
intorg Trading Corporation^ relatiea to this natter and that Neddleman had 
■nggastad to Brothaan tiiat should be be recontacted by the FBI he (Brothnan) 
Should infoxB then be was too bnsy to see then* Gold also aentlonsd that 
In 1946 be and Brothnan bad a legltiaate association -with an indlvldnal 
-naned Tvarianovleh at intorg Trading Corporation, the purpose of sane being 
arlth regard to the Mssibillty of their eonetraeting a synthetic Titanln 
plant in Russia. 

In addition to the foregoing contacts, it night be noted bare 
that "San,” with when Brothaan conferred at the Hotel Lincoln in Hew York 
City in the latter part of 1942 or early part of 1943, has bean definitely 
Identified as Semen Markowich Semanor, who was an official of intorg Trading 
Corporation . 

(11) Brothnan* a Ccnmunlst Party Connections 

it the tine of the questioning of Gold, he adrleed that be was 
almost certain Brottman was a nember of the Cooimunist Party in Bronx, New 
York, during the year 1938 and he recalled that on one 'occasion Brotfaman 
informed him he had been beaten by the National Guard during the 1930s 
when he (Brothman) was participating in distributing literature In front 
of a National Guard Amory. He further mentioned that frem hie eonvereation 
with Brothman he learned that the latter wae in accord with the Conmuniet 
Party policy in onating Bari Browder and the manner in which the Conmuniet 
Party was being run. He stated that on frequent occasions Brothman would 
engage in long-winded Conaunlst type dissertations. M 

It might also be mentioned that at the time of the intenrlew of 
Rolf Sidney Wollan, a foimer employee of ibraham Brothman In 1945, Wollan 
made the statement that almost all of the employeea of the Brothman Company 
were CotBrnuoista and be expressed the opinion that one would have to be a 
CoBBUunist in order to be associated with Brotlman. (Uj

According to Bentley, the switch of 
Brothman 's contact was effected by her obtaining Brothnan* s automobile llcensa 
nmnber and fuxnlahlng him with inatruetiona to park his ear and remain in it 
on 8th or 9th Avenue in uptown ICanhattan where the new contact would get into 
the car, talk to Brothman and accept any material he had. She was later 
advised by Brothman that he had lost touch with his nsw contact, which 
infotnation was related to Golos and she stated she heard nothing more about it. rid 


Ellxabeth T* Bentley was reinterviewed on June 15, 1950, regarding 
her previous statement that Brotbnan had recontacted her to adviee her relative 
to hia loss of contact with the new party. She advised that ahe was rather 
vague about the incident but finally cane to the conclusion that she mUst 
have been referring to acme other agent that she was handling for Golos. She 
stated lhat ehe is positive she never saw Brothman again after he was turned 
over to the new contact.^Uj

(1) Interview. May 16, 1950 


l^on re interview of Abrahon Brothman on Hay 16, 1950, concerning 
this matter be made aubstantlaUy similar statements to those previously 
given by him to the effect that he met Harry Gold through Jacob Golos. Bs 
specifically pointed out that in 1940 he had advised Golos that be needed 
a laboratozy to perfom certain experiments, as a result of vdiich he was 
subsequently contacted by Hanry Gold, to whom he thereafter gave certain 
axperiments to perform for him between 1940 and 1946. H 

(2) Interview. May 22. 1950 

At the time of the interview of Brothman on Kay 22, 1950, he fomiahed 
infozmation to the affect that whan Jacob Golos visited with him at hie office he, 
Qolos, received literature on mixers, the patents for which were oraed by 
Brothman and ^ich he was trying to market throu^ the Bandriek Uanufacturlng 
Coipany in New Tork City. Be mentlcvied that Golos at tbs tisie of his original 
contact with Brothman represented himself aa being with the Soviet Govemnent 
Purchasing CoBmlaalon and bad indicated that he could aecure large ordere for 
Brotbman. Brottia^ added that it was the practice in the ehamical industry at that 
time to send blueprints and literature on mixers and other efaemicel machinery to 
persona on a mailing list in an effort to sell machinery. Brojima^dvlsed emr a 
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period of time he met vlth Goloe end a woman known to him>48 and 

gKTt wariOTU blueprints to them. Brothaan stated that he newer went any- 
ediere with Gold in New York Gi^ except to reetanrants for dinner and 
newer atet anyone through Gold«^U^ 


It might be noted that an examination of Brothaan's files by the 
PBI on ttiis date, which examination was made pursuant to Brothman's pemiesion, 
failed to disclose the doomnent on thexmal diffusion which, according to 
the highly confidential source, was previously contained in his files.^irn 


(3) mterview. June 17. 1950 


Brothman was again intarwiawed on June 17, 1950, in the presence 
of his attorney, Fowler Hamilton, who had previously advised Brothman to 
answer all questions put to him as to his relationship with Gold, and Brothman 
absolutely denied any recollection of the Infomatlon furnished to him by 
Elisabeth Bentley relative to the arrangements of his first meeting with 
Gold or of the details of this actual masting at the place described by 
Gold. He reiterated his account of the meeting with Gold as given to the 
FBI at the time of his interview in 1947 • During this interview Brothman, 
however, admitted he had discussed his questioning by the FBI with Gold 
prior to the time that Gold was intervl^d by the FBI. Hs denied, however, 
that he had ever met with Gold or Semenov at the Hotel Lincoln in New York 
City in 1942 or 1943* Ha adoltted having had one meeting with Gold in a 
roan at tlto Hotel New Yorker during the period 1942 to 1946 but was very 
evaalve with regard to this matter. Brothman atatod that all of the work 
performed hj him was considered as "commercial chemistry" and was never 
in any way considered as secret, classified or of any value to a hostile 
power. Bb also continued to deny that be was or had been a member of the 
CoDmunlat Party .{lU 

It ml^t be noted that Fowler Hamilton, the attorney for Abraham 
Brothman, advised the FBI on June 21, 1950, that he had consulted with 
Brothman and told him that if the latter persisted in his refusal to talk 
to Agents he would merely be called upon to testify before s Grand Jury 
at a later date. He aleo Indicated that he advised Brothman that since he 
was not following his advice be (Fowler) Ho longer wisl^d to be considered 
sa Brothman's attomsy in this matter./’u) 
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It might be noted that during the course of an jnterview with 
Brothman he admitted that In 1941 he oirned a dark gray Pontiac sedan but 
he claimed to hav% no recollection ae to the New York license number which 
he had that year

(1) Interview of Miriam Koskosits 


Ifiriam UoskowitZj who formerly was secretary to Abraham Brothman 
but at the preeent tine is a partner in the flm of Abraham Brothman and 
Associatest was intervieired on Uay 15 and 16^ 1950, at which time she 
furnished information concerning her asaoclatlcm with the fim> the identity 
of the Fmrtners and employees and the contacts of the firm and the laboratory 
at Elmhurst^ long Island* She Indicated that she knew nothing concerning 
the association of Brothman and Harry Gold prior to the time of Gold's 
employment as head of the laboratory for Abraham Brothman and Associates 
at Elmhurst, long Island, in about kay, 1946. She advised that at the time 
Gold left their fim in l£ay, 194S, to return to Philadslidiia the company 
still owed him approximately $2500, representing about one-half year's 
salary. According to Uiriam Uoskowitz, when Gold first came to work with 
the fim he had spoken of his wife and -bro children and a brother who had 
been killed during the war in the Pacific. Later she stated when filling 
out a withholding tax fom for Gold, she requested inforiDation concerning 
his dependents and he told her he had none and insisted that she forget 
his family. She mentioned that she was unable to furnish information about 
Gold's research work other than the mpilar work done by him for the fim 
of Abraham Brothman and Aasoclates.C ^ 

Upon her interview on June 17, 1950, she denied knowledge of 
any details relative to the espionage activities on the part of Gold and 
Brothman.. She also Indicated that she had no knoaled^ concerning the 
details of the Grand Jury Interrogation of Brothman and Gold other than 
that it had to do with "spy stuff." She insisted that to this day neither 
Brothman nor Gold has told her anything relating to espionage activities. 
Paring this Interview she claimed to have no recollection of any of the 
details of the questioning of Brothman and Gold by the FBI other than the 
fact that Brothmah was first Interviewed and later either before or after 
she got to the laboratory but on the same day the FBI questioned Gold 
it the laboratory. She was unable to furnish any infomation as to the 
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occurrences on the day of the

(a) Background of Miriam Moskowltz 


Miriam Moakovltt was bon in Bayonne , Hew Jersey, on June 10, 
1916. She attended hi^ school in Bayonne and graduated from nlf^t school 
at the City College of New lork in 1942, receiving a B.S. Begree in 
Education. Her parents. Rose and Si^und Moskowltz, xmslded at 722 
Boulevard Street, Bayonne, New Jersey* Moskowltz maintains an apartsent. 
Mo. 4A, at 121 8th Avenue, New York City* She was emplo^^d by the Oobnort 
Holding Corporation, 1819 Broadway, from 1934 to 1936 and by the Sonn 
leasing Corporation, Bast 4lst Street, New York City, from 1936 to 1941* 
During the latter part of 1941 and the first part of 1942 she was employed 
at the Social Sacwlly Board, New York City, and with the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service in that city* She worked f or ths War Manpower 
Conmisslon in New York City from 1942 until Fall of 1944> when she 
rseelved employment as a secretary with A* Brothman and Associates* She 
is presently the sole parti»r of Bivthman in this firm.{iy

Communist Party Connections of Miriam Moskowltz 



A highly rellabls and confidential Infozmant of the Mew York Office 
advised that Milly, last name unknown, who was sn officer of the Conmunlst 
Par-ty, bad a conversation with Moskowltz on January 22, 1946. During tills 
eoDversatlon MlUy advised Moskowltz that the latter was not doing anything 
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to bottor herself nVk^cdvua^^ ww soBiber. She requested Uoskovltz 
to so srrangs her work so that she could attend the club and help out on 
tile Tarioos picket Haas. During this conversation Uoskorita pronised 
that shortly she would be back in the fold* Ibis same informant advised that 
on November 20, 1946, VoskoiritB advised her roonnate, Gertrude Kogan, that 
she believed she had lost her wallet which contained her Communist Party 
card and other paraphernalia* She later was iAfoxmed by Gertrude that she 
had left her wallet at hOBe*£|A^ 

(2) Intervlgw of Arthur Phineas Weber 

On Uarch 3, 1950, Arthur Phineas Ifeber, a former associate of 
Abraham Brothman, was interviewed concerning the associates of Brothman* 

Be mentioned that he on one occasion met a Frank Keppler (phonetic) 
who was an associate of Rothman and to when he was introduced in lata 
1943 idien Keppler came to visit Brothman at the Chemurgy Design Corporation. 
He mentioned that Keppler appeared to be a personal friend of Brothman 
and he knew of no business connection that existed between the two. He 
stated that according to his recollection Keppler was in a similar business 
to that of Brothman and that be last saw Keppler In 1944* Subsequently, 
on karch 20, 1950, 7eber selected the photograih of Harry Gold as being 
the person whom ha referred to as Frank Keppler* 


Upon re interview of Arthur Phineas Weber on June 8, 1950, he 
advieed that the "Buna-S* process is a chemical process which he understood 
was originally patented by I* G. Farben, a German cartel, and that patent 
rights to this process were given by Farben to the Standard Oil Company 
of Mew Jersey in about 1940* Ha further mentioned that both he and Brothman 
while associated with tiie Hendrick ICanufacturing Company worked on the 
design of the equipment which was intended to be used in manufacturing 
synthetic rubber by a "continuous process" ae opposed to tiie old method 
known as "batch process." He indicated that he and Brothman prepared a 
report containing the theoretical calculations, designs of equipment, 

•t cetera, and that thereafter Brothman made several trips to Akron, Ohio, 
Cmbrldge, Ohio, and Washlngtm, D. C*, attempting to interest various 
ocmpanleB in this ■continuous process." Be mentioned that when the 
Btndrlek ICanufacturing Cempany was asked by the U* S. Government in early 
1942 to make the equlpoient applying to the "continuous process" for the 
manufacture of synthetic rubber the ^ndrlck Cempany rejected the offer 
and turned over the material which Brothman and be had developed to the 
Biaw-Knox Company of Pittsburg, Penneylvanla, which company thereafter, 
scoording to Weber, manufactured eynthetic rubber probably using seme or 
all of Brothman' 8 and Weber's design work. 


It mi^t be noted with regard to Weber 'e previous statement that 
he had DO knorledge of the exact association between Rothman anl Gold,

and himself he was Introduced to Arthur P. Weber by Brothnan at Qrand 
Central Station^ Msw York City, where he had a previous appoin-tment to 
meet BrotJaman. According to Gold, after this Introduction Weber smiled 
knowingly and said, "Shake the hand that shook the hand of.* Cold advised 
that as a result of this statement by Wbber he was of the opinion that ^ 
Brothman had told Weber all about their meeting at the Hotel Lincoln. 

(3) Interview of Rolf Sidney Wollan 


Rolf Sidney Wollan was Interviewed at Glenwood, Uinnssota, on 
May 29, 1950, at which time he advised that he had been employed as a 
laboratory technician at the laboratory of Abraham Brothman and Associates 
in Elmhurst, New York, frcm the latter part of 1945 wtil the middle of 
June, 1947. He stated that at the time his brother Gerhard was in charge 
of the laboratory and was a partner in that flm. Wollan mentioned that 
almost all of the employees of the company were Communists and expressed 
the opinion that one would have to be a Communist to be an associate of 
Brothman. He specifically pointed out that his brother Gerhard was a 
Communist during the late 1930s and yxp until about 1945 > Ha further indicated 
that his brother Qexhard was a follower of Browder and when Browder was 
expelled from the Communist Party Gerhard discontinued attendance at the 
meetings. According to Bolf Wollan, It was around 1945 when Gerhard was 
at odds wilh Abraham Brothman and his associates, Oscar Vago, Sol Fanshel 
and Miriam Moskowltz, due to their disagreement over the expulsion of 
Browder fron the Ccmmunlst Party. Wollan denied that he himself was 
ever closely associated with Harry Gold and stated that be did not know 
whether Gold was aver closely associated with his brother Gerhard. t^J) 

(4) Interview of Gerhard wollan 

Gerhard Norval Wollan was interviewed on May I5 and again on May 
20, I95O, at which tine he advised that he had been associated with Abraham 
Brothman and Associates from August, 1944, until August, 1946. He mentioned 
that an individual by the name of Frank Eeppler (phonetic) was connected 
with that firm and came there shortly after the relatione of Brothman and 
himself had become strained. To the best of his recollection this individual 
eoantanced his employment with Abraham Brothnan and Associates about the 
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Spring of 1946. vhcn ho oiiisoqusntly idontifiod 

08 being Harry Qoldj vas Brothman'a righV-hand man and tras considered the 
gensral orsr-all 8t¥i9r7iaar of ^e laboratory. He stated that at first 
Gold commuted from niiladslphia and only worked a day or too at a time making 
sketches and conducting various testa allegedly at the request of Brothman. 

Hs claimed no knoirladge as to the nature of this vork as same mas not 
disclosed to him although he was considered as the laboratory superintendent. 
It was hla conclusion that Brothman distrusted him and that Gold was checking 
on him and perfoxming work which he would not trust to WOllan. Gerhard 
Wollan advised that he was "not icnrolved" in the work which Gold was doing 
but hs refused to elaborate further on this statement. He mentioned that 
after he terminated his employment with that firm he understcpl that 
Gold was given the position of laboratory superintendent. 


During the course of this interview Wollan stated that he, as 
well as the other partners in Abraham Brotlman and Associates, was friendly 
tosard the Soviet Union and had great respect for the accomplishments 
made by the Soviets. He indicated that he became interested in Ccnmunism 
around 1936 and spoke very highly of "Das Kapital* by Karl Harx. He further 
admitted that froa 1936 to 1945 he was very much interested in the Ccnimunlst 
Party, USA but indicated he would neither admit nor deny that he was a 
member of the Communist Party during that period. He stated, however, that 
he was definitely not a member of the Communiat Party at the time of this 
interview and mentioned that he did not agree with the change in the policy 
of the Party at vdilch time Browder was ousted from leadership 

(5) Interview of Oscar John Vago 


Oscar John Vago i^on interview on Hay 15, 1950, advised that in 
February, 1944« he was hired by Abraham Brothman to work for Ihe Regal 
Chemical Company in New lork. He stated that in August, 1944, he was invited 
by Brothman and Joined with him in the fins of Abraham Brothman and Associates. 
He mentioned that during his association with the firm Brothman told his 
partners hs borrowed the money for the operation of the flra from his 
friends but never divulged to aqy of the partners as to the identity of 
those persons lending him the money. He mentioned that Brothman was 
careful to keep hla business contacts frcn meeting the other partners with 
the exception of Idriam Hoskowitm. He advised that the film set a 
laboratory at Elmhurst, Long Island, in late 1945 and this laboratory was 
run by Gerhard Wollan until around 1946, at which time the position of Wollan 
was taken over hy Harry Gold. (u| 
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(6) IntqrvlflTr of Bull Zola Barlsh 



Intervisw of Biill Zola Bariah on Uay 15, 1950, be adviaed 
that he net Brothman In 1941 at a social gatherlJig which he declined to 
further identify. Subsequently, when Brothman want wilh the Chemurgy 
Design Corporation in 1942 he was instrumental in obtaining employment 
for Bariah as a mechanical engineer by that company. In the Summer of 
1944 iriien Brothman separated from the Chemurgy Design Coxporation Barish 
stated that be Joined Brothman in the Abraham Brothman and Associates 
fim which was organised by Brothman. Bariah stated that he did not know 
of any connections between Brothman and the Amtorg Trading Corporation 
nor did he have any knowledge of Brothman' s association with an individual 
by the name of Frank Kessler or Keppler. Ife stated, however, be met 
Harry Gold in 1946 or 1947 when Gold was employed by Brothman in the 
laboratory at Elmhurst, Long Island. He described Gold as being a friend 
of Brothman but was unable to recognize the photograph of Gold when exhibited 
to him. According to Barish, Brothman had informed him about two years 
ago that he (Brothman) had been interviewed by Bureau Agents and questioned 
by a Federal Grand Jury. It was his understanding that this questioning 
arose by reason of accusations made by Elizabeth Bentley. Bariah described 
Brothman as being a ■radical* but refused to elaborate on this statement 
except to say he thought Brothman was a "leftwinger.* 


(7) Interview of Jules Korchisn 


On May 16 and 17, 1950, Jules Korchien was interviewed at his 
home in Los Angelas, California, during whldi interview he indicated that 
he originally met Abraham Brothman in 1942 at the Chemurgy Design Corporation 
and later became associated with Brothman aa a partner in the firm of 
Abraham Brothman and Associates. He stated that he invested money in the 
firm and at the present time the company is indebted to him In the amount 
of 11800. Korchien failed to identify the photographs of Harry GoliLand 
denied any knowledge of espionage activity on the part of Brothman 7|iiU 

(8) Interview of Philip Levine 

Riilip Levine was interviewed on June 7, 1950, and advised that 
he was employed by the Abraham Brothman and Associates fim fran September, 
1947 to June, 1948* He stated that in approximately May, 1948 Brothman 
made • trip to Switzerland to solicit a contract and during his absence 
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he, la vine, bad odUston-to g6 Ifinigh Broth&an'e riles, is a result of 
his exsmination of these files be came to the conclusion that Brothman 
vas a "fraud* and that the Brothman Company was a "pretext." He mentioned 
that be made the Infomatlon obtained frm these flies available to Harry 
Gold, Oscar Vago and Bill Bohall and mhen Brothman returned he attempted 
to convince each of the foregoing and levins that he was on the verge of 
business success. He stated that Gold, Vago and himself were unconvinced 
and left the flim at that time, iccordlng to Levine, Brothman was neither 
a good chemist nor a competent engineer and the firm existed on ■^opes" 
which were not founded In any actual pronise of eucoeea. Levine denied 
any knowledge of Ccnmunist or espionage activities on the part of Gold 
or any other Brothman associates. He also stated that be bad never been 
a member of the Communist Party or any of its affiliated organizations. 

He refused, however, to answer the question as to whether he had been a 
member of Ihe Sunnyslda Club of the Conmunlst Political Association. 


F. Statements of Ihanaa L. Black and Alfred 
Dean Slack Relative to Brothaan 


During the interview with Alfred Dean Slack on June 15, 1950, no 
infoxmation was obtained relative to Abraham Brothman. Further, Slack 
failed to identify the photographs of either Brothman or Ulriam Voskowltz. fuj 

IhODias L* Black was interviewed on June 16, 1950, and stated that 
in 1945 Harry Gold came to his apartment in Newark, Hew Jersey, and indicated 
to him that a man in New Tork who was an expert on mixing equipment had 
been furnishing him infoimatlon mad was going to give him some additional 
Information. At this time, according to Black, Gold asked if he knew a 
stenographer familiar with technical terms who would be in a position to 
tal« this dictation. As a result of this inquiry, Black stated that he 
introduced Gold to a girl named Jennie Zaverouka . He advised further that 
this girl thereafter made several trips to New Tork City with Gold to 
transcribe information but indicated she waa not involved in Gold's 
activities except as a temporary employee and had no knowledge of the 
purpose of these trips. Black mentioned that be was certain the dictation 
was taken from Brottxnan because be knew that Brothman was an esq^ert on 
mixing equipment and a person who never wrote anything down. Ha recalled 
that ear]y In 1942 when Gold thought he mi^t be drafted, he was told by 
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Qold th«t the letter's S^let st^erlor vented Black to taka over Gold's 
QODtacte vith BroHaian. He furthef stated that Gold advised him that the 
Soviets vanted BrotfaDan contacted by a man vith technical knovledge. 

Black indicated, hoeever, that he refused because he vas trying to avoid 
any connection vith Soviet espionage and consequently Gold never nentionsd 
the proposal again.^l^ 


Upon interview on Ju3y 27, 1950, Black advised he had several 
direct contacts vilh Brothman. He stated that the first time he beard 
about Brothman vas in 1942 when Gold, irtio vas e^qpecting to be drafted, told 
him that he had a contact vho had given him valuable inf omation for the 
Soviets. According to Black, Gold did not name “Uiis person but described 
him as an expert on mixing machinery and continuous processes. He advised 
that in the Fall of 1944 he acccDpanied Gold to the office of A. Brothman 
and Associates in Long Island City, where they had a social visit vith 
Brottanan. It vas his understanding that Brothman and Gold were then working 
on projects concerning the manufacture of plexiglass. He stated that Gold 
described Brotlinan to him ae being a brilliant chemist and at the time of 
this visit be learned that Brothman was an expert on mixing machinery and 
continuous processes. 


Black further advised that in the Spring of 1946, Gold called him 
fren New York City and asked him to bring a sample of plexiglass, which he 
could pick up at Robm end Hass in Bristol, Pennsylvania, to the Brothman 
Laboratory in Long Island City. Black advised he did this, fie stated that 
in 1947 he again accompanied Gold to the Brothman Laboratory, at whldi time 
be was infozmed by Brothman that the latter was designing a penicillin 
production plant for the Sovlsta. He mentioned that he was asked by Brothnan 
whether he. Black, would be willing to work on this project on a consulting 
basis with refersnee to ths fsnaentatlon processes involved. According to 
Black, Brothman said that this work might involve a trip to Russia in order 
to get ths plant in operation. Black stated be refuaed to take any part in 
this project. <W 

Black Infonted that prior to the time that Gold went to work for 
Brothman, Gold vas known to Brothman under the name of Frank Kessler. He 
stated that he h^self vas originally Introduced to Brolhman under the 
Tom Bkie^t. Black mentioned that these aliaess were later dropped* He 
stated that around the time of the 1947 (brand Jury Inveatigatlon, Gold 
Informed him that Brotlmian was TBder the Impression that be. Black, was 
either the master mind of Soviet espionage or had given infoinatlon about 
Brothman 
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Jean Nlenasek irae ifitarrleiied In Vewaikt New Jersey, on Jane 18, 
1950, and she advised that sIm first net Thooias Black through her father 
and that Black thereafter arranged for her to do ecoie stenographic work 
for Harry Gold. To the best of her recollection this work was done ecmstine 
in 1942 and she recalled that on each occasion Gold would telephonlcally 
contact her and instruct her to laeet hia at the Pennsylvania Station 
reception rom in New fork City. She advised lhat upon her arrival at the 
prearranged nesting place Gold would neet her and they then proceeded by 
cab to the Grand Central Station and entered an office building connected 
with the station by an underground entrance . She was unable to recall the 
exact building but believed it was near 42nd Street and Lexington Avenue. 

She nentioned that upon arriving at the office in this building they met 
a third party, whose nema ahe did not recall but whcm she subsequently 
identified as Abraham Brottaian. According to Jean Niemasek, ahe attended 
approximately six of these neetinge, each of which took place between 7:00 
PJf. and 9:30 to lOtOO P«N« She stated that she would take ahorthand notes 
on material dictated to her by Brothman and Gold after they bad previously 
conferred in another room in the office* She also rscalled that on occasions 
ttuy would give her longhand notes containing infomation of a technical 
nature which she was to type later at her home. She advised that her only 
recollection of the contents of the notes or dictation given her by Brothman 
and Gold was that it was Information of a technical nature concerning 
■aerosol . ■ 0.) 

Jean Niemasek advised that ahe did not know where Gold came fran 
nor did ahe have any knowledge regarding bis place of residence or hie 
activities. She mentioned that ths only one of bis associates that she 
met was Brothman but that she had no knowledge concerning the relationship 
or the association between ths two. She added that she only saw Brothman 
on the above -iBantloned six occasions and had no knowledge concerning him 
or his activities. 
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Tbs docwent pertaining to thermal dlffualon mhieh mae photographed 
when it was made available to the Bormau throu^ a highly conflxiential eource 
has been examined by the ¥BI Laboratory azui It waa concluded that the 
typewriting thereon was prepared on the aame typewriter as that used to 
prepare Ihe stallar doeimient found in the possession of Barry Goldj the 
authorship of which docunant Goldlms admitted.

reached.

The photographs of Abraham Brothman and Hirlam Voskoirltz were 
exhibited to the following confidential sources and confidential national 
defense informants but same have failed to indicate their having any 
knoirladge concerning the activities of those individuals or to recognize 
their names as being associated in any espionage matters: 
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Lam Ifoakoiritz was exhibited to 
'Confidential National Defense Infozmant, 
Looked familiar but stated he vas unable to 
aake a positive identification. This infoxmant mentioned that he did 
not recall lloskoeitz but undoubtedly listed her nama as a Comnunist Party 
■ember frcm records. aid other data available to him at the time. 





Mr. B. C. D&nn, Office Manager of HBrulriek Manufactvkrlng Goapany, 

JO Church Street, Mew Tozk City, adrleed on June 6, 195D> 'tiiat In about 
1942 Brothman dewaloped the "Buna-S” process while working at the Hendrick 
Manufacturing Company and made a complete report which could be used In 
attempting to sell the process. He stated that Brothman was given pemission 
to make trips in an effoirt to Interest sane large company in the process but 
Brothman was apparently not successful in his efforts . He was unable to 
advise as to ttie final di^ositiw of the "Btuia-S" process in so far as 
Brothman was concerned. flM 


Mr. D* L. Bassett, Secretary of the Hendrick Manufacturing Company, 
advised that Brothman was never actually employed by that eoapany although 
he did act to a certain extent as a representative of the company. He 
mentioned that the Hendrick Manufacturing Company had aigned an agreement with 
Arthur Markman and Abraham Brothman, copartners doing businssa as the Republic 
Chemical Machinery Company, for the exclusive ri^t to manufacture equipment 
designed by the latter company. Sie original agreement ran from April 27, 

1939, to April 29, 1940, which agreement was superseded by a second agreement 
running from April 29 » 1940, to approximately July 1, 1942. During this 
period of tine Brothman had a patent on a super-turbine and a gas liquid 
mixer and would travel to various plants and design various type containers 
to suit the naeds of the various plants. He advised that in 1942 Brothnan 
bad designed an entire plant for the Picatinny Arsenal at Dover, New Jersey, 
which plant was manufactured and delivered by Hob Hendrick Manufacturing 
Company about September, 1943* Ha stated that his company was not aware of 
Ihs puipose of Picatinqy plant but It was Indicated that it probably 
involved equipment for conducting experiments in the chemical field. tUj 


Mr. G. B* Hadlock, Sxecutive Director, Office Rubber Reserve,', 
advised lhat he had direct contact with all phases of the "Buna-S" program 
and was certain that nothing was contributed by Brothman or the Hendrick 
Manufacturing Company for use in the program. He stated that the files of 
the Office of Rubber Resezve reflected that a letter was received on June 24, 
1942, from Mr. C. V. ¥alton. Technical Coordinator of Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Conq>any, Akron, Ohio, wherein Walton states that A. Brothman, 
previously employed by the Hendrick Manufacturing Company, called upon him 
and presented detailed blueprints, et cetera, on "batch" and "continuous" 
polymerisation plants. Hadlock further located in his miecellaneous files 
>• an article entitled "Batch-Continuous Process for Buna-S" by A. Brothman and 
A< P> Ihber, fiiglnaers at Cbemurgy Dsslgn Corporation, New York, which 
; appeared in March, 1943* iasue of the chemical and aatallurgical engineering 
magaelne.

ICr. B« CanaroQj Chief of ihe High ficploslva Propellant and 
ippllsd Phfalca, Pica tinny iraanal, Dover , New Jersey, adviaed that in 
early 1942 Abraham Brothman designed an autoclave and dowthezm heating 
wit fiur that arsenal. Ns mentioned that Brothman was supposedly employed 
by the Bendrlck Manufacturing Company at that time, which company was 
given the contract to manufacture this equipnent. According to Cameron, 
Brothman was not informed as to the purpose of the equippent and there 
was no way for him to know the exact use to which this equlpaent was to 
be put as same is a eonmon unit for many chemical processes where chemlcale 
are treated under high pressure .^U) 
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In qvestloning Gold concorning this natter he advised that he was 
ahnost certain Brothnan vas a memher of the CODsnunlst Party in Bronx^ New 
York, in 1936 and recalled that on one occasion Brothi&an infomed him that 
he had been beaten by the National Guard during the 1930a irhsn he 
(Brothnan) was participating In distributing literatuzw in front of a 
National Guard Imory. He further mentioned that frcm his conversation 
with Brothnan he learned that Brothnan was in accord with the Cotomunist 
Party policy in ousting Bari Broader and Ihe manner in which the Ccm- 
nunlst Party was being run. Hs stated that on frequent occasions Brothoian 
would engage in long-^winded Canmunist type dissertations . 


It might also be noted that at the time of the interview of Rolf 
Sidney WoUan, a forasr employe of Abraham Brothnan in 1945 » Wollan made 
Ihe statement that almost all of the employees of the Brothnan Company 
were Ccsmunlste and he expressed the opinion that one would have to be a 
CoBimunlst in order to be associated with Brothman. Wollan Indicated that 
his brother, Gerhard Wollan, who was in charge of Brothnan *s laboratory, 
was definitely a Communist during the late 1930a and up until 1945 vhen 
hs discontinued attendance at Ccomunist Party meetings due to his dis- 
agreement with the Party policy in ousting Browder. Further, that as a 
result of his disagreement with the Party policy in ousting Browder he 
became at odds with Abrahon Brothnan and his associates. Aal 
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In respect to these snswers by Brothaan It might be noted as 
prevtoualy mentioned In this brief that Harry Gold stated that In his opinion 
Brothman definitely knav he, Gold, was a Soviet agent and that he had 
aucceeded Elizabeth Bentley In such activities and that "John," by -which 
name Jacob Goloa was known to Brottman, was the link before ■Helen.* 
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With respect to his statenesits concerning Gold being suspicious 
of Oolos end Bentlej ss was prsviously set forth in this brief. Gold 
positively stated he nswr knew or had any contact or dealing with Golos 
or Bentley. Gold's statsaent in this respect is corroborated by Elisabeth 
Bentley in that she stated that she did not knoir the new contact to 
whcm Brothman was being directed and has denied that she ever nt or 
had any conversation with Harry Gold. 
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m respect to this latter answer the previous statements of (/old and 
Bentlay as to thalr having no knowledge of one another might also be considered* 
Likewise > Gold's statement that after his meeting with Brothman be on a 

nonber of oecasiMks continued his contact with firotiusan for the purpose of

It might be noted that this testimony of Gold is in absolute 
contradiction of Gold's subsequent statement to Bureau Agents to the effect 
that he never knew Ooloa, and that the arrangema nts whereby he met Brothman 
were effected through hie Soviet contact "Sam." 



K. Federal Grand Jury. Mew York City (1950) 


Abraham Brothman appeared before a Federal Grand Jury in the 
Southern District of New fork in New York City on July 14, 17, 18 and 20, 

1950 , at which time he was questioned by Special Assistant to the Attorney 
General Ihomae J* Donegan* However, Brothman refused to answer all questions 
regarding his association with Harry Gold or any of his possible espionage 
activities in behalf of the Soviet Union on the grounds of aelf-inerimlnatlon*^iiJ 

Mlrism Noskowltz upon subpoena UJcewiee appeared before the Federal 
Grand Jury in New York City on July 18, 1950} end she refused to answer any 
pertinent questions on the grounds of self'inerimlnation.^U^ 

Barry Gold was hroug^it from Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and testified 
before the Federal Grand Jury, Southern District of New York, relative to his 
espionage activities and relations with Abraham Brothaan. He also furnished 
infomatlon to this Grand Jury concerning the influence exerted upon him by 
both Brothman and Miriam Moekowits with regard to hia previous false teetimocy 
before the 1947 Grand Jury.^^^

^elal Assistant to the Attomey^ Osnsral Thooas J. Sonsgan has 
advised as a result of Brottman's refusal to testify before the recent 
Qrand Jury that he did not feel Brotlman could be prosecuted for Perjury 
before the 194*7 Qrand Jury as the ease is very thin. He indicated he felt 
the asm way with regard to the possible prosecution of Broth&an for 
subornation of perjury and misprison of felony. He expreesed the opinion 
that be considered the best case against Brothman is one of conspiracy to 
eoDimit eapionage and atated that he had reeaninended to the Departzoent that 
they consider a general espionage and conspiracy ease Involving Brothman, 
Qold, Slack, Black, Greenglass and Rosenberg. In proof of this general 
conspiracy, Donegan Indicated he felt Elisabeth Bentley and Harry Gold can 
testify that Brothman was connected with the espionage network and that 
Gold In addition can testify that Brothman gave him material for transmission 
to the Soviet Union. 


On July 28, 195©, United States Attorney Irving Saypol, Southern 
Cistriet of New fork, advised that be agreed with the Department that no 
prosecution could be instituted against Brothman on a charge of perjury or 
subornation of perjury. He ezpreseed his opinion that it would be possibls 
to prosecute Brothman for obstruction of justice under Section I5O3 of 
Title 18. According to USA Saypol, this latter prosecution would be based 
on the meeting and discussion between Brothman and Harry Gold on the 
morning of July 3I, 1947. It was Indicated by Mr. Saypol that he was 
making arrangements for Harry Gold to appear before the Federal Grand Jury 
in the Southern District of Haw York on July 29, 1950^U) 

m a memoranda fxxm Assistant Attorney General James M. Mclnemsy 
dated July 3I, 1950, he advised that in so far as the prosecution of Brotlunan 
for espionage was eoneernsd, it would be necessary to establish as one of the 
elaoents of the offense that he agreed to furnish infomatlon relating to 
the national defense. It was pointed out that from an analysis of the avail- 
able evidence as to Brothman, it did not appear that there was sufficient 
evidence on this point. 


P« Prosecutive Steps 

A Federal Grand Jury in the Southern Tdatriet of Ifow York returned 
an Indlctskent on July 29> 195G, against Abraham Brolhman anH Miriam 
Moskcwitz. Thla indictment charged Brothman and Moskowitz, as defendants, 
and Harry Gold, as a co-conspirator but not a defendant, with unlawfully and 
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wjlf pll y conspiring to defraud the United States OoTemnent in the exercise 
of its governmental function of administering and enforcing the criminal 
lavs of the United States. It also charged Brothoan alth influencing, 
obstructing and ii^ieding the due administration of ^stice in violation of 
Title 18, Section 241^UJ 

Brothman and Ifoskomitz «re arrested by Agents of the FBI at 
3*50 P,M. on July 29, 1950, in the Ulster Chemical Company plant at Cliff- 
mood, New Jersey. Both refused to make any statement and mere j^ced in the 
Federal &use of Detention, Hew York City, pending arraignment on July 
31, 1950. 

The arraignment of Brothman and lloskomitz mas held on July 31, 
1950, before United States Judge T. Hoyt Davia. They mere both ordered held 
under 125,000 bond pending a heating mhlch mas scheduled for August 2, 

1950. Ot) 

Brothman and Uodcomitz appeared before Judge Davis on August 2, 
1950, and entered please of Not Guilty to the indictment. Attorney William 
L. Messing, mho represented both 8ub;)ect8, argued for a reduction of bail, 
mhich mas rejected by the court. Both defendants mere remanded to the 
custody of the United States Marshal in default of $25,000 bond. The 
date September 11, 1950, mas set for the filing of preliminary motions and 
for setting the date of trial 

A writ of habeas corpus mas filed on August 3, 1950, in behalf 
of both defendants and an immediate hearing mas requested to determine if 
the bail mas excessive. The Qovemment's ansmer filed on August 4, 1950, 
claimed the defendants were in lairful custody and the writ should be 
(Usmlssed. A summary bearing on this mrit mas set for August 8, 1950. 

The summary hearing mas held in Federal Court, Southern District 
of New York, on August 8, 1950, before Judge T. Hoyt Davis. This hearing 
mas for the purpose of determining irtiether the $25,000 bond set for each 
defendant mas excessive. Naomi Hrotinaan, mlfe of defendant Abraham 
Brothman, appeared as a mitness at tMs hearing to testify as to Brothman *b 
inability to make bond and as to his excellent character. During the cross 
examination for the purpose of attacking her credibility, she refused to 
answer questions as to her membership and her husband's membership in the 
Communist Party on the ground of self-incrimination. Upon motion by 
defense counsel, judge Davis granted a mithdramal of the habeas corpus 
mrlt and remanded the defendants to ihe custody of the United States 
Marshal, 
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MLiiam Ifcskoid.tz iab relBBBed from custody at 4i05 on 
August 16, 1950, her $25,000 bond having boon posted and approved by the 
United States Attorney’s Office* She is being restricted in her move- 
■ente to the Southern Cistrlct of Neir lork* 

Abraham Brothman, after having posted bis $25^000 bond, aas 
releaeed on September 1, 1950* 6*) 

The trial of instant matter mas conmtenced before Federal 
Judge Irving R* Kaufman in the Southern District of New Ibric in 
New Toilc City on November 10, 1950* Among the witnesses testifying 
In bebalf of the government were Barry Gold and Elizabeth TerrUl 
Bentley* On November 22, 1950, the cabb went to the Jury which 
body after due deliberation returned a verdict of Qullty as to 
both defendants* 

Judge Kauftaan on November 28, 1950, thereupon imposed sentence 
in this case* Brothman was sentenced to serve bso years in a penitentiary 
and to pay $10,000 on count one and to serve five years and pay a fine 
of $5,000 on count two* These sentences are to run consecutively and 
Brothman is to stand cosmltted until the fine is paid* At the same time* 
judge Kaufman sentenced IfDskowltz to serve two years in the penitentiary 
and to pay a fine of $10,000* She likevise is to stand committed until 
the fine is paid. As previously mentioned, count number one charged 
Brothman and Uoskowitz as defenxiants with unlawfully and wilfully con- 
spiring to defraud the United States Government in the exercise of its 
governmental function of administering and enforcing the criminal 
laws of the iMted States, idiereas the second count charged Brothman 
with impairing, obstructing and impeding the due admins tration of 
Jtistice.f^y 

Dissemination 

A memorandum was furnished to the Attorney General with a 
copy to Assistant Attorney General James H. Uclnemey on July 5, 1950, 
setting forth the facts as developed to date in this investigation and 
requesting the opinion of the Attorney General as to the possible prosec- 
tion of Abraham Brothman for violation of the Perjury, Subornation of 
Perjuxy or EspiODage Statutes* 04 

It was specifically pointed out in this memorandum thatihe 
Statute of limitations would bar prosecution of Brothman for ‘Uie viola- 
tion of the Parjxiry Statute on July 22, 1950, and the Subornation of 
Perjuxy Statute on July 31* 1950* (
